DRAFT RULES 
1., Short title and commencement.- (i) These Rules may be called the 
Kerala Panchayats (Conduct of Dispensaries ) Rules , 1966. 

(ii) They shall come into force atonce. 
2. Definition .— In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires: 

" District Panchayat Officer" means an officer appointed to be in 
charge of the Panchayat administration of a Revenue District. 

3. Opening of dispensaries - A Panchayat may establish a dispensary 
or dispensaries subject to the availability of funds for the purpose and aſtes 
obtaining sanction of Government for the same. 

4. Restriction regarding location and building for conduct of dispensaries. 
Dispensaries shall be conducted only in buildings convenient for the purpose 
and approved by the District Medical Officer. No dispensary shall be 
within a distance of 5 Km . from any other dispensary run by Government 
or a local authority or a missionary association or a recognised organisation . 
Y 5. Construction of new buildings for dispensaries.-- If the building for the 
dispensary is to be newly constructed the approval of the District Medical 
Officer shall be obtained for the site and the plan of the building . 

6. Equipments and furniture for dispensaries-- The Panchayat shall start 
functioning the dispensary only after equipping the dispensary with the neces 
sary furniture, stationery , instruments, staff and sufficient stock of medicine 
l equired for the proper functioning of the dispensary. 
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7. Control of dispensaries. - The dispensary shall be under the control of 
a Medical Officer. 

8. Inspection of dispensaries.- The Direcior of Health Services and 
District Medical Olficer of the Health Services Department and all the 
Gazetted Officers of the Panchayat Department shall have the power to 
inspect the dispensary at any time. 

9. Realisation of cost of medicines and rates of charges for treatment. The 
treatment and supply ofmedicine shall be free of charge for those persons 
whose incomedoes not exceed Rs. 150 per mensem and the charges for 
medicine and treatment of other persons shall not exceed the rates got 
approved by the District Panchayat Officer who may give such approval in 
consultation with the District Medical Officer from time to time. 

10. Direction regarding administrative matters of dispensaries. — The President 
of the Panchayat and the Departmental Officers not below the rank of a 
District Panchayat Officer shall have the power to give necessary directions 
to the Medical Officer or to any other member of the staff of the dispen 
sary, in regard to administrative matters of the dispensary . 

11. Administrative and technical control over staff . — The staff of the dispen 
sary shall be under the Administrative and technical control of the Medical 
Officer in charge of the dispensary . 

12. Salary and allowances of the Medical Officer.-- The Medical Officer 
shall draw his salary and allowances from the Panchayat Fund on presenting . 
a salary bill for the same to the Executive Officer of the Panchayat . 

13. Salary and allowances of the staff.—The salary and allowances of the 
staff of the dispensary shall be drawn in establishment pay bill forms duly 
signed by the Medical Officer and passed for payment by the Executive 
Officer of the Panchayat . 

14. Acquittance of payment to be kept in the Panchayat Office . --Acquittance 
for the payment of salary and allowances of the Medical Officer shall be 
obtained and filed by the Executive Officer of the Panchayat and the 
acquittance of the staff of the dispensary shall be obtained and kept in the 
office of the dispensary by the Medical Officer. 

15. Provision of funds for dispensaries. - Any Panchayat, establishing and 
maintaining a dispensary under these rules shall make necessary provision in 
the budget of the Panchayat every year for the conduct and maintenance of 
the dispensary. 

. 
16. Provision for contingency and purchase of medicines." The amount 
required for the contingent expenditure and for the purchase ofmedicine in 
connection with the conduct and maintenance of the dispensary shall also be 
provided in the budget and shall be made available for the purpose, by the 
Executive Officer of the Panchayat. 

17. Arrangements regarding supply of medicines and instruments.- Supply of 
medicines and instruments shall be arranged by the Executive Officer of the 
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Panchayat, with the approval of the Panchayat 23 per the indent prepared 
by the Medical Officer of the dispensary and approved by the District 
Medical Officer of the District: 

Provided that except in the case of patent medicincs , surgical and 
other special instruments for which authorised dealers for the arca arc 
appointed by the manufacturers, medicines and instruments required for a 
year shall be estimated sufficiently carly and purchases arranged through 
contract agreements entered into by the Panchayat after inviting competitive 
tenders for supply for the year. The Director of Health Services shall on 
receipt of request from the Panchayats , intimate the address of respectable 
firms and the current rates at which medicines and materialsare being pur 
chased by the Department. The Panchayat may place orders with a firm 
and obtain supplied directly , provided the firm is willing to supply at the 
same rates. 

18. Settlement of dispute and difference of opinion . - Any dispute or difference 
of opinion between the Medical Officer and the President or staff of the 
Panchayat or departmental authorities shall be referred to the District 
Panchayat Officer concerned as far as administrative matters are concerned , 
or to the District Medical Officer in so far as technical matters are concerned 
and his decision in the matter shall prevail. 

19. Revision by Director of Panchayats/ Director of Health Services - If any 
body is aggrieved by the decision of the District Panchayat Oficer/District

AWARD 
This is a complaint under Section 33 A of the Industrial Disputes Act 
seeking to challenge an order of discharge dated 28-9-1964. It is alleged 
that the ground of ill health mentioned in the order of discharge is only a 
cloak to hide the real intentions of the Management that the discharge was 
really a punishment for the legitimate union activities of the complainant, 
that the cornplainant ought to have been granted the full leave he had

applied for and that the action of the Management is in contravention of the 
provisions of Section 33 (3) (a ) and (b ) ofthe Industrial Disputes Act. This 
application was field on 17-5-1965. 

2. The Management filed written objections contending that on 28-9-1964 
thero was no dispute pending before this Tribunal in which the applicant was 
concerned and therefore this petition is liable to be dismissed in limine on that 
account alone, that the applicant was retired from service only on account of 
continued ill health and on the basis ofmedical advice received and therefore 
there has been no alteration of the conditions of service of the applicant or 
any dismissal or discharge by way of punishment and that there has been no 
contravention of the provisions of Section 33 ( 3)(a) and (b ) of the Act. 

3. After the written objections were filed by the Management, the case 
was posted for evidence to 18-10-1965. On that day, the applicant did not 
appear and his counsel prayed for time and the case was adjourned to 
15-11-1965 On 15-11-1965 also , learned counsel for the applicant prayed 
for time. This was strongly opposed by learned counsel for the Management 
on the ground that the applicant ismerely trying to protract the matter and 
that he is trying to avoid appearing in court lest the court should see for 
itself that he continues to be sick and unfit for work . Inspite of these objec 
tions, the prayer for adjournment was granted and the case was posted to 
16-12-1965 with a direction that no further time would be allowed . On 
16-12-1965 also the applicant did not appear and his counsel prayed for time. 
This prayer was also strongly opposed by learned Counsel for the Management. 
Nevertheless the case was adjourned to 14-1-1966 as a last chance. On 
14-1-1966 also , the applicant was not present and his counsel again prayed 
for an adjournment. This was also opposed to by the Management. In 
view of the peremptory orders passed on the two previous occasions, I 
constrained to refuse the prayer for adjournment. 

In the circumstances, the complaint is dismissed for non -prosecution . 
An award is passed accordingly .

(Act 42 oz 1965) 


Act 
to provide for the development under the control of the Union of the 

cardamom industry . 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Sixteenth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows : 

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. Short title , extent and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the 
Cardamom Act, 1965 . 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of India : 

Provided that it shall not apply to the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir except to the extent to which the provisions of this Act 
relate to the control of export of cardamom from India and import thercof 
into India . 

(3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the CentralGovernment 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint : 

Provided that different datesmay be appointed for different provisions 
of this Act. 

2. Declaration as to expediency of control by the Union . It is hereby declared 
that it is expedient in the public interest that the Union should take under 
its control the cardamom industry: 
3. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires - 
“ Board ” 

means the Cardamom Board established under 
section 4 ; 

.6 cardamom ” means the fruit of cardamom plant and 
includes green cardamom , bleached cardamom , bleachable white 
cardamom , sun-dried cardamom , cardamom seeds, powdered cardamom 
and oil extracted from cardamom ; 

(6) " cardamom plant” means the cardamom plant ELETTARIA 
CARDAMOMUM MATON and any other plant which the Board 
may, by notification in the Gazette of India , declare to be a cardamom 
plant for the purposes of this Act; 

" Chairman " means the Chairman of the Board ; 
“ dealer" means a dealer in cardamom ; 

" Director " means the Director of Cardamom Development 
appointed under section 7 ; 

means an area administered as one unit which 
contains land planted with cardamom plants; 

(h) " export” and “ import” means respectively taking out of or 
bringing into India by land , sea or air ; 


(g) " estate " 
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( 1) " owner” , in relation to any land planted with cardamom 
plants , includes - 

(i) any agent of the owner ; and 

(ii ) a mortgagee , lessee or other person in actual possession 
of the land ; 

( 1) " prescribed" means :prescribed by rules made under this 
Act ; 

(k ) " registerel estate ” . means an estate in respect of which an 
owner is registered under sub -section (1) of section 11 and includes any 
estate in respect of which an owner is required to be registered under 
the provisions of that sub-section 

(1) " registered owner means an owner of a registered estate, who 
has been , or is required to be, registered under sub -section (1) of 
section 11 ; 

(m ) " year" means the period of twelve months beginning with the 
Ist day of September and ending with the 31st day of August next 
following. 

CHAPTER II 

THE CARDAMOM BOARD 
4. Establishment and constitution of the Board.— (1) With effect from such date 
as the Central Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
specify in this behalf , there shall be established for the purposes of this Acta 
Board to be called the Cardamom Board . 

(2) The Board shall be a body corporate by the name aforesaid, having 
perpetual succession and a common seal, with power to acquire , hold and 
dispose of property , both movable and immovable, and to contract, and shall 
by the said name sue and be sued . 
-:(3) The Board shall consist of the following members , namely : 

(a) a Chairman to be appointed by the Central Government ; 
(b) the Director of Cardamom Development, ex officio ; 

(c) three Members of Parliament of whom two shall be elected by 
the House of the People and one by the Council of States ; 

(d ) ihree members to represent respectively the Ministries of the 
Central Government dealing with 

(1) commerce, 
(i ) agriculture, and 

( iii) finance ; 

(e) such number of other members not exceeding fifteen as the 
Central Government may think expedient, to be appointed by that 
Governn: ent by notification in the Oilicial Gazette from among persons 
who are in its opinion capable of representing 

(i) the Governments of the principal cardamom -growing 
States ; 
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(ii) the cardamom - growing interests ; 
(iii) the cardamom trade interests ; 
( iv) the interests of labour ; 
(v ) the consumers ; and 

(vi) such other persons or class of persons who , in the opinion of 
the Central Government, ought to be represented on the Board . 
(4) The number of persons to be appointed as members from cach of 
the categories specified in clase (e) of sub-section (3), the term of office of 
the members of the Board other than the member referred to in clause (6 ) 
of that sub -section , and the manner of filling vacancies among, and the 
procedure to be followed in the discharge of their functions by, the members 
of the Board shall be such as may be prescribed . 

(5 ) Any officer of the Central Government, not being a member of the 
Board, when deputed by that Gorcmncnt in this behalf shall have the right 
to attend meetings ofthe Board and take part in the proceedings thereof but 
shall not be er.titled to vote . 

(6 ) The Board shall elect from among its rnembers a Vice -Chairman 
who shall exercise such of the powers , and perform such of the functions of 
the Chairman as may be prescribed or asmay be delegated to him by the 
Chairman . 

5. Acts or proceedings of Boord or its Committees not to be invalidated .--No act 
or proceedings of the Board or any Committee appointed by it under 
section 8, shall be invalidated merely by reason of - 

(a ) any vacancy in , or any defect in the constitution of, the Board 
or such Committee , or 

(b) any defect in the appointment of a person acting as a member 
of the Board or such Committee, or 

any irregularity in the procedure of the Board or such Com 
mittee not affecting the merits of the case. 
6. Salary and allowances oj. Chairman.- The Chairman shallbe entitled to 
such salary and allowances and such conditions of service in respect of leave , 
pension , provident fund and other matters as muy, from time to time be 
fixed by the Central Government. 

7 . Executive Officers of the Board and other Staff.- (1) The Central Govern 
ment shallappoint a Director of Cardamom Development to exercise such 
powers and perform such duties under the Chairman as may be prescribed or 
as may be delegated to him by the Chairman. 

(2) The CentralGovernment shall appoint a Secretary to the Board to 
exercise such powers and perform such duiies un er ihe Chairman as may 
be prescrited or asmay be delegated to him by the Chairman . 

(3) The Director and the Secretary shall be entitled to such salaries and 
allowances and be governed by such conditions of service regarding leave , 
pension , provident fund and other matters as may be fixed by the Central 
Government. 
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(4 ) Subject to such control and restrictions as may be prescribed, the 
Board may appoint such other officers and employees as may be necessary 
for the efficient performance of its functions and pay them such salaries and 
allowances as it may determine from time to time " 

Provided that all officers and other employees of the Directorate of 
Cardamom Development and Marketing (other than the Director ) who hold 
office as such immediately before the date referred to in sub-section (1 ) of 
section 4 shall be deemed to have been appointed as officers or employees of 
the Board with effect from that date and every such officer and employee 
shall hold his office by the same tenure, at the same remuneration and upon 
the same terms and conditions and with the same rights and privileges as to 
pension , leave , provident fund and other matters as he would have held the 
same if this Act had not been passed , and shall continue to do so unless and 
until his employment is terminated or until such tenue , remuneration and 
terms and conditions are altered by the Board with the approval of the 
Central Government: 

Provided further that if the alteration so made is not acceptable to any 
such officer or employee , his employmentmay be terminated by the Board 
in accordance with the terms of the contract, if any, with such officer or 
employee or, if there be no such contract on payment to him by the Board 
of compensation equivalent to three months remuneration in the case of 
permanent employees and one month s remuneration in the case of other 
employees. 

(5 ) The Chairman , the Director , the Secretary and other employees of 
the Board shall not undertake any work unconnected with their duties 
under this Act except with the permission of the Central Government. 

8. Committees of the Board.- (1) The Board may appoint such Committees 
as may be necessary for the efficient discharge of its duties and performance 
of its functions under this Act. 

(2) The Board shall have the power to co -opt as members of any Com 
mittee appointed under sub - section (1) such other number of persons who 
are not members of the Board , as it may think fit . 

9. Functions of the Board.- (1) It shall be the duty of the Board to pro 
mote , by such measures as it thinks fit , the development under the control 
of the Central Government of the cardamom industry . 

(2) Without prejudice to the generality of the provisions of sub -section 
(1) , the measures referred to therein may provide for 

(a ) promoting co-operative efforts among growers of cardamom 
(b) ensuring remunerative returns to growers of cardamom ; 

(c) financial or other assistance for improved methods of cultivation 
and processing of cardamom , for replanting cardamom and for exten 
sion of cardamom growing areas ; 

(d ) regulating the sale and export of cardamom and stabilisation of 
prices of cardamom ; 
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(e) training in cardamom testing and fixing grade standards of 
cardamom ; 

(f) increasing the consumption in India and clscwl.cre of carda 
mom and carrying on propaganda for that purpose ; 

(9) registering and licensing of brokers ( including auctioneers) of 
cardamom and persons engaged in the business of cardamom ; 

(h ) in :proving the marketing of carcamom in India and clscwhere : 

(i) collccting statistics from g: owers , dealer, and such other persons 
as may be prescribed on any matter relating to the cardamom industry ; 
the publishing of statistics so collected or portions ther of or extracts 
therefrom : 

( j) securing better working conditions and the provision and 
improvement ofamenities and incentives for workersi 

(k ) undertaking, assisting ncouraging scientific , tech ologica 
and economic research ; and 

(1) such other matters as may be prescribed . 
(3 ) The Board shall perform its functions uider this section in 
accordance with and subject to such rules as may be made by the Central 
Government. 

10 . Dissolution of the Board. — The Cential Government may, by notifica 
tion in the Official Gazette, direct that the Board shall be dissolved from 
such date and for such period as may be specified in the notification . 

(2) When the Board is dissolved under the provisions of sub-sec 
tion (1 ), 

(a ) all members, notwithstanding that their term of office has not 
expired , shall, from the date of dissolution , vacate their offices as such 
members ; 

(6) all powers and dutics of the Board shall during the period of 
dissolution be exercised and performed by such person or persons as the 
Central Governmentmay appoint in this behalt; 

(c) all funds and other property vested in th Board shall, during 
the period of dissolution , vest in the Cential Governo ent; and 

(d ) as soon as the period of cissolution expires , the Ecard shall be 
reconstituted in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 

CHAPTER III 
REGISTRATION OF OWNERS OF CARDAMOM ESTATE 
11. Registration of owners of cardamom estates.- Every owner of land planted 
with cardamom plants, whether such land is comprised in one estate or 
more than one estate, shall , before the expiration of cne month from the 
date on which he first became owner of such estate or estates or before the 
expiration of three months from the date of coming into force of this section , 
whichever is later, apply to the registering cfficer appointed in this bel alf 
by the State Government to be registered as an owrer in respect of each 
estate owned by him : 


Provided that the Stat: Government may , for sufficient reason , 
extend the time-linit for registration by such period as it thinks fit . 

( 2) Registration once made shall continue to be in force until it is 
cancelled by the registering officer. 

12 . Power of State Government to make Rules. - (1) The State Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette , make rules to carry into effect 
the provisions of section 11 . 

(2). Without preju lice to the generality of the foregoing power , such 
rules may prescribe the form of the application for registration and for 
cancellation of registration , the fee payable on such applications, the 
particulars to be included in such applications, the procedure to be followed 
in granting and cancelling registration , the registers to be kept by registering 
officers,and the supply by registering officers of information to the Board . 

13. Returns to be made by registered owners . --- (1) A registered owner shall 
furnish to the Board at the prescribed times and in the prescribed manner 
such returns as may be prescribed . 

(2) The Board may authorise an officer to visit any estate .at any time 
to verify the accuracy of any return made under this section or to ascertain 
the productive capacity of the estate . 

CHAPTER IV 

FINANCE , ACCOUNTS AND AUDIT 
14. Imposition of a cess or cardamom exported .- (1 ) There shall be levied on 
all cardamom which is exported , a cess for the purposes of this Act at such 
rate not exceeding two per cent, ad valorem as the Central Government may, 
by notification in the Official Gazette , fix . 

(2) The cess levied under sub -section (1) shall be in addition to any 
cess or duty leviable on cardamom under any other law for the timebeing 
in force. 

( 3 ) The provisions of the Customs Act, 1962, 52 of 1962 and the rules 
and regulationswade thereunder, including those relating to refunds and 
exemptions from duty , shall, as far as may be, apply in relation to the levy 
and collection of the cess leviab under sub -section (1) as they apply in 
relation to the leavy and collection of a duty of customs under that Acto 
those rules and regulations. 

15. Payment of proceeds of cess to the Board . — The proceeds of the cess levied 
under section 14 shall first be credited to the Consolidated Fund of India 
and the CentralGovernment may, if Parliament by appropriation made by 
law in this behalf so provides, pay to the Board , from time to time, from 
out ofsuch proceeds, after deducting the expenses of collection, such sums 
of money as itmay think fit for being utilised for the purposes of this Act. 

16. Grants and loans by the Central Government. — The Central Government 
may, after due appropriation made by Parliament by law in this behalf , 
pay to the Board by way of grants or loans such sums of money as the 
Central Government may consider necessary 
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17. Constitution of the Fund.- (1) There shall be formed a Fund to be 
called the Cardamom Fund and there shall be credited thereto 

(a ) the proceeds of the cess made over to the Board by the 
Central Government ; 

(6 ) all fees levied and collected in respect of licences issued under 
this Act: 

(c) any other fee that may be levied and collected by the Board 
under this Act or the rules made thereunder; 

(d ) any grants or loans thatmay be made by the Central Govern 
ment for the purposes of the Fund ; 

(e) any grants or loans that may be made by any institution for the 
purposes of this Act; 

( f ) all sums realised by the Board in carrying out the measures 
referred to in section 9 . 
( 2) The Fund shallbe applied 

(a) for meeting the salaries, allowances and other remuneration of 
the officers and other employees of the Board ; 

(6 ) for meeting the other administrative expenses of the Board ; 

( ) for meeting the cost of the measures referred to in section 9 ; 
from any institution . 
18. Borrowing powers of the Board .- Subject to such rules asmay be made 
in this behalf, the Board shall have power to bɔrrow on the security of the 
Cardamom Fund or any other asset for carrying out the purposes of this Act. 

19. Accounts and audit.- (1) The Board shall maintain proper accounts and 
other relevant records and prepare an annual statement of accounts, 
including the profit and loss account and the balance-sheet in such form as 
may be prescribed by the Central Government in consultation with the 
Comptroller and Auditor -General of India . 

(2 ) The accounts of the Board shallbe audited by the Comptroller and 
Auditor -General of India at such intervals as may be specified by him and 
any expenditure incurred in connection with such audit shall be payable 
by Board to the Comptroller and Auditor -General. 

(3) The Comptroller and Auditor-General of India and any person 
appointed by him in connection with the audit of the accounts of the Board 
shall have the samerights and privileges and authority in connection with 
such audit as the Comptroller and Auditor-General has in connection with 
the audit of Government accounts and, in particular , shall have the right 
to demand the production of books, accounts , connected vouchers and other 
documents and papers and to inspect any of the offices of the Board . 

(4 ) The accounts of the Board as certified by the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General of India or any other person appointed by him in this 
behalf together with the audit report thereon shall be forwarded annually 
to the Central Government and that Government shall cause the same to 
be laid before each House of Parliament.

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CHAPTER V 

CONTROL BY CENTRAL GOVERNMENT 
20. Power to control price and distribution of cardamom .- ( 1) The CentralGo 
vernment may, by order notified in the Official Gazette , fix in respect of 
cardamom of any description specified therein 

(a) the maximum price or the minimum price, or the maximum 
and minimum prices , which may be charged by a grower of cardamom 
or cardamom dealer, wholesale or retail, whether for the Indian market 
or for export; 

(6 ) the maximum quantity which may in one transaction be sold 
to any person . 
(2) Without prejudice to the generality of the powers conferred by sub 
section (1), any order made thereunder may provide 

(a ) for requiring persons engaged in the production , supply or 
distributton of, or trade an l commerce in , cardamom to maintain and 
produce for inspection such books, accounts and records relating to 
their business and to furnish such information relating thereto as may be 
specified in the order ; 

(6) for such other matters, including in particular the entering and 
search of premises, vehicles, vessels and aircraft , and the seizure by a 
person authorised to make such search , of cardamom in respect of which 
such person has reason to believe that a contravention of the order has 

been , is being, or is about to be committed . 
21. Power to prohibit or control imports and exports of cardamom . — 

- (1) The 
Central Government may, by order published in the Official Gazette , make 
provision for prohibiting , restricting or otherwise controlling the import or 
export.of cardamom either generally or in specified classes of cases . 

(2) All goods to which any order under sub -section (1) applies shall be 
deemed to be goods of which the import or export has been prohibited or 
restricted under section 11 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962) , and all 
the provisions of that Act shall have effect accordingly. 

(3). If any person contravenes any order made under sub -section (1), he 
shall, without prejudice to any confiscation or penalty to which he may be 
liable under the provisions of the Customs Act, 1962, as applied by sub-- ! 
section (2 ), be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend 
to one year, or with fine, or with both . 


22. Directions by Government. - The Board shall carry out such directions as 
may be issued to it from time to time by the Central Government for the 
efficient administration of this Act. 
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CHAPTER VI 

MISCELLANEOUS 
23. Penalty for making false relurns .--- Any person who being required by or 
under this Act to furnish any return fails to furnish such return or furnishes 
a return containing any particular which is false and which he knows to be 
false or does not believe to be true shall be punishable with fine which may 
extend to fiveHundred rupces. 

24. Penalties for obstructing an officer ormember of the Board in the discharge of 
his duties and for failure to produce books and records.-- Any person wh ) 

(a) obstructs any member authorised by the Chairman in writing or 
any officer or other employee of the Board authorised by it in this bchalf 
or any person authorised in this behalf by the Central Government or 
by the Board , in the exercise of any power conferred, or in the discharge 
of any duty imposed , on him by or under this Act; or 

( 6 ) having control over or custody of any account book or other 
record , fails to produce such book or record when required to do so by 

or under this Act, 
shall be punishable with imprisonment which may extend to six months, or 
with fine which may extend to one thousand rupees, or with both . 

25. Penalty for contravention of order relating to control of price etc.— (1) If any 
person contravenes any order made under section 20 , he shall be punishable 
with imprisonment for a term which may extend to six months, or with fine 
which may extend to one thousand rupees , or with both ; and the property in 
respect of which the order has been contravened or such part thereof as the 
Courtmay dcem fit, shall be forfeited to the Central Government. 

(2 ) Any person who attempts to contravene, or abets the contravention 
of, any order under section 20 shall be deemed to have contravened that 
order. 

26. Other penalties. Whoever contravenes or attempts to contravene or abcts 
the contravention of the provisions of this Act or of any rules made there 
under other than the provisions, punishment for the contravention whercof 
has been provided for in sections 21 , 23, 24 and 25 , shall be punishable with 
imprisonment which may extend to six months, or with fine which may 
extend to one thousand rupees , or with both , and in the case of a continuing 
contravention with an additional fine which may extend to fifty rupees for 
every day during which such contravention continues after conviction for the 
first such contravention . 

27. Offences by companies.- ( 1) Where an offence under this Act has 
been committed by a company, cvey person who at the time the offence was 
committed was in charge of, and was responsible to , the company for the 
conduct of the business of the company as well as the company shall be 
deemed to be guilty of the offence and shall be liable to be proceeded against 
and punished accordingly : 
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Provided that nothing contained in this sub -section shall render any such 
person liable to any punishment, if he proves that the offence was committed 
without his knowledge or that he exercised all due diligence to prevent the 
commission of such offence. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (1), where an 
offence under this Act has been committed by a company and it is proved that 
the offence has been committed with the consent or connivance of, or is attri 
butable to any neglect on the part of, any director, manager, secretary or 
other officer of the company, such director, manager, secretary or other officer 
shall also be deemed to be guilty of that offence and shall be liable to be pro 
ceeded against and punished accordingly . 

Explanation . - For the purposes of this section 
(a) " company" means any body corporate and includes a firm or 

other association of individuals ; and 
(6) " director” , in relation to a firm , means a partner in the firm . 

28. Jurisdiction of court.- No court inferior to that of a Presidency 
Magistrate or a Magistrate of the first class shall try any offence punishable 
under this Act. 

29. Previous sanction of Central Government --No prosecution for any offence 
punishable under this Act shall be instituted except with the previous sanction 
of the Central Government. 

30. Protection of action taken in good faith . - No suit , prosecution or other 
legal proceeding shall lie against the Government, or the Board or any Com 
mittee appointed by it, or any member of the Board or such Committee, or 
any officer or employee of the Government or the Board or any other person 
authorised by the Government or the Board , for anything which is in good 
faith done or intended to be done under this Act or the rules made there 
under . 


31. Power to delegate . - The Central Government may, by order notified 
in the Official Gazette , direct that any power exercisable by it under this Act 
may also be exercised , in such cases and subject to such conditions, if any, 
as may be specified in the order , by such officer or authority as may be speci 
fied therein . 

32. Suspension of operation of Act .- (1) If the Central Government is satis 
fied that circumstances have arisen rendering it necessary that certain of the 
restrictions imposed by this Act should cease to be imposed or if it considers 
it necessary or expedient so to do in the public interest, the CentralGovern 
ment may, by potification in the OfficialGazette, suspend or relax to a speci 
fied extent, either indefinitely or for such period as may be specified in the 
notification , the operation of all or any of the provisions of this Act. 

(2 ) Where the operation of any provision of this Act has under sub 
section ( 1) been suspended or relaxed indefinitely , such suspension or relaxa 
tion may at any time while this Act remains in force be removed by the 
Central Government by notification in the Official Gazette. 
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33. Power of Central Government to make rules.- (1) The Central Govern 
ment may, by notification in the Official Gazette , make rules to carry out 
the purposes of this Act. 

( 2) Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing power, such 
rules may provide for all or any of the following matters, namely : 

(a ) the number of persons to be appointed as inembers from cach 

of the categories specificd in clause (c) of sub -section (3) of 
section 4 , the term of office and other conditions of service of 
themembers of the Board and the procedure to be followed in 
the discharge of their functions by, and the manner of filling 

vacancies among such members ; 
(b) the circumstances in which , and the authority by which , a 

member of the Board may be removed i 
(c) the procedure to be followed atmeetings of the Board and Com . 

mittees thereof for the conduct of business and the number of 

members which shall form a quorum at a meeting; 
(d ) the maintenance by the Board of records of business transacted 

by the Board and the submission of copies thereof to the Cen 

tralGovernment ; 
(e) the holding of a minimum number of meetings of the Board 

every year; 
(f ) the powers of the Board , its Chairman , the Director and Com . 

mittees of the Board with respect to the incurring of expen 

diture ; 
(g ) the conditionssubject to which the Board may incur expendi 

ture outside India ; 
(h ) the preparation of budget estimates of receipts and expenditure 

of the Board and the authority by which the estimates are to 

be sanctioned ; 
(i) the form and the manner in which the accounts should be kept 

by the Board ; 
the deposit of the funds of the Board in banl and the invest 

ment of such funds; 
(k ) the conditions subject to which the Board may borrow ; 
(1) the conditions subject to which and the manner in which con 

tracts may be entered into by or on behalf of the Board ; 
(m ) the delegation to the Chairman or Director or members or 

officers of the Board of any of the powers and duties of the 

Board under this Act; 
(n ) the staff which may be employed by the Board and the pay and 

allowances and leave and other conditions of service of officers 
(other than those appointed by the Central Government) and 
other employees of the Board ; 
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(c) the additional matters in respect of which the Board may under 

take measures in the discharge of its functions ; 
(p) the travelling and other allowances of members of the Board 

and of Committees thereof ; 
(q) the remuneration and other allowances payable to the person or 

persons referred to in clause (b ) of sub -section (2) of section 10 ; 
(r) the maintenance of the registers and other records of the Board 

and its various Committees ; 
( ) the appointment by the Board of agents to discharge on its 

behalf any of its functions; 
(t) the form of, and the particulars to be contained in , any returns 

or reports to be made to the Board under this Act; 
(u) the form of and the manner of making application for licences 

issued by the Board , the fees payable for such application and 
the procedure to be followed in granting , and the conditions 

governing, such licences; 
(v) the collection of any information or statistics in respect of 

cardamom ; 
(w ) any other matter (other than a matter specified in section 12) 

which is to be or may be prescribed or provided for by rules 

under this Act . 
(3) Every rule made by the Central Government under this section 
shall be laid , as soon as may be after it is made, before each House of Parlia 
ment while it is in session for a total period of thirty days which may be 
comprised in one session or in two successive sessions, and if, before the 
expiry of the session in which it is so laid or the session immediately follow 
ing, both Houses agree in making any modification in the rule or both 
Houses agree that the rule should not bemade, the rule shall thereafter have 
effect only in such modified form or be of no effect, as the case may be; so , 
however, that any such modification or annulment shall be without pre 
judice to the validity anything previously done under that rule.

THE COAL MINES PROVIDENT FUND AND BONUS 
SCHEMES (AMENDMENT) ACT , 1965 

(ACT 45 Or 1965 ) 

An 

ACT 
further to amend the Coal Mines Provident Fund and Bonus Schemes dct, 1948 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Sixteenth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Coal 
Mines Provident Fund and Bonus Schemes (Amendment) Act, 1965. 

(2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette , appoint. 

2. Amendmentof section 2. - In section 2 of the Coal Mines Provident Fund 
and Bonus Schemes Act, 1948 (46 of 1948) (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act), 

(1) after clause (a), the following clause shall be inserted,namely : 

(aa ) " coal" includes lignite; ; 
(2) for clause (b), the following clause shall be substituted , 
namely : 

* (6) coalmine" means any excavation where any operation 
for the purpose of searching for or obtaining coal has been or is 
being carried on , and includes 

(i) all borings and bore holes ; 

(ii) all shafts, in or adjacent to and belonging to a coal 
mine, whether in the course of being sunk or not ; 

(iii ) all levels and inclined planes in the course of bei g 

driven ; 
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( iv) any open cast working or quarry, that is to say, an 
excavation where any operation for the purpose of searching for 
or obtaining coal has been or is being carried on , not being a 
shaft or an excavation which extends below superjacent ground ; 

(v) all conveyors or aerial rope-ways provided for the 
bringing into or removal from a coalmine of coal or other 
articles or for the removal of refuse therefrom ; 

(vi) ali adits, levels, planes, machinery, works, railways, 
tramways and sidings, in or adjacent to and belonging to a 
coalmine ; 

(vii) all workshops situated within the precincts of a coal 
mine and under the same management and used for purposes 
connected with that coal mine or a number of coal mines under 
the same management ; 

(viii ) any office of a coal mine; 

(ix ) all power stations for supplying electricity for the 
purpose of working the coal mine or a number of coal mines 
under the same management; 

(x ) any premises for the time being used for depositing 
refuse from a coal mine, or in which any operation in 
connection with such refuse is being carried on , being premises 
exclusively occupied by the employer of the coal mine ; 

( xi) all hospitals and canteens maintained for the benefit 
of the employees of a coal mine or a number of coal mines 
under the samemanagement; 

(xii) any coke oven or plant; 

(xiii ) any premises in or adjacent to and belonging to a 
coal mine, on which any plant or other machinery connected 
with a coal mine is situated or on which any process ancillary 

to the work of a coalmine is being carried on . ; 
(3) for clause (d ), the following clause shall be substituted , 
namely : 

(d ) " employee " means any person who is employed for wages 
in any kind of work, manual or otherwise, in or in connection with 
a coalmine, and who gets his wages directly or indirectly from the 
employer , and includes 

(1) any person employed by or through a contractor in 
or in connection with a coal mine, and 

(2 ) for the purposes of the Coal Mines Provident Fund 
Scheme, also 

(i) any other person who is employed as a sanitary 
worker, mali , teacher or domestic servant in or in connec 
tion with a coal mine and who receives wages directly 
from the employer, and 

(ii) any apprentice or trainee who receives stipend or 
other remuneration from the en ployer . : 
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(4 ) for clause (c) , the follo :ving clause shall be substitutcl, 
namely : 

* (e) " employer" ,when used in relation to a coal mine, mcans 
any person who is the immediate proprietor or lessce or occupier 
of the coalmine or of any part ti creofand in the case of a coalmine 
the business whercof is being carried on by : liquidator or recciver, 
such liquidator or receiver and in the case of a coalmine owned by 
a company the business whereof is being carried on by it managing 
agent, such managing agent ; but docs not include a person who 
merely receives a royalty , : ent or fine from the coal mine , or is 
merely the proprietor of the coalmine, subjictio any lcase, grant 
or licence for the working thereof , or is merely the owner of the 
soil and not interested in the coal of the coal mine, but 

any 
contractor for the working of a coal mine or any part thercof shall 
be subject to this Act in like izanner as if be were an employer, but 
not so as to exempt the employer froin any liability ; ; 

(5 ) in clause ( F ), the word " and " occurring at the end shall be 
omitted and after that clause, the following clause shall be inserted , 
namely : 

( f ) "managing agent” has the meaning assigned to it in the 
Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956 ); and . 
3. Amendment of section 3. - In section 3 of the principal Act, after sub 
section (1) , the following sub -section shall be inserted , namely : 

" (14) The Fund shall vest in , and be adıninistered by, the Board 
constituted under section 3A . " . 
4. Insertion of new sections 3A to 3D -After section 3 of the principal Act, 
the following sections shall be inserted , namely : 

* 3A . Constitution of Board of Trustees.- ( 1) The Central Govern 
ment may , by notification in the Official Gazette , cor stitute, with effect 
from such date asmay be specified therein . a Board of Trustees for the 
territories to which this Act ex ends (hereinafter in this Act referred to 
as the Board ) consisting of the following persons, namely :-- 

(a ) a Chairman appointed by the Central Government: 
(6) the Coal Mines Provident Fund Commissioner, ex-officio; 
(c) three persons appointed by the Central Government; 

(d) not more than six persons represen ing Governments of 
such States as the Central Government may specify in this behalf , 
from time to time, appointed by the Central Government; 

(e) six persons representing employers , appointed by the 
Central Government after consultation with such organisations of 
employers as may be recognised by the Central Government in this 
behalf, and of whom at least one shall be a person who is not a 
member of any such organisation ; 


( f ) six persons representing employees, appointed by the 
Central Government after consultation with such organisations of 
employees asmay be recognised by the Central Government in this 
behalf and of whom at least one shall be an employee himself and 
at least one shall be a person who is not a member of any such 
organisation . 

(2 ) The terms and conditions subject to which a member of the 
Board may be appointed and the time, place and procedure of the 
meetings of the Board shall be such as may be provided for in the Coal 
Mines Provident Fund Scheme. 

(3 ) The Board shall administer the Fund vested in it in such manner 
as may be specified in the Scheme aforesaid . 

(4) The Board shall perform such other functions as it may be 
required to perform by or under any provisions of the Scheme aforesaid . 

3B . Board of Trustees to be a body corporate .--- The Board of Trustees con 
stituted under section 3A shall be a body corporate under the name specified 
in the notification constituting it , having perpetual succession and a common 
seal and shall by the said name sue and be sued . 

3G Appointment of Officers.- (1) The Central Government shall appoint a 
Coal Mines Provident Fund Commissioner, who shall be the chief executive 
officer of the Board and shall be subject to the general control and 
superintendence of the Board . 

(2) The Central Government may also appoint as many other officers 
whose minimum monthly salary in the scale of pay ( if any) applicable to them 
is not less than four hundred rupees, as itmay consider necessary to assist 
the Coal Mines Provident Fund Commissioner in the discharge of his duties, 

(3) Subject to the provisions of sub -sections ( 1) and (2), the Board 
may appoint such other officers and employees as it may consider necessary 
for the efficient administration of the CoalMines Provident Fund Scheme. 

(4 ) Themethod of recruitment, salary and allowances , discipline and 
other conditions of service of the Coal Mines Provident Fund Commissioner 
shall be such as may be specified by the Central Government and such salary 
and allowances shall be paid out of the Fund . 

(5 ) The method of recruitment, salary and allowances, discipline and 
other conditions of service of other officers and employees of the Board shall 
be such as may be specified by the Board with the approval of the Central 
Government. 

3D . Transfer of accounts.-- ( 1) Where any employee who is a subscriber to 
any provident fund of the coal mine in which he is employed becomes a 
member of the Fund in accordance with the provisions of any CoalMines 
Provident Fund Scheme, the accumulations in the provident fund of the coal 
mine standing to the credit of the employee shall , notwithstanding anything 
to the contrary contained in any law for the time being in force or in any 
deed or other instrument establishing the provident fund bizt subject ta the 
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provisions, if any , contained in the Scheme, be transferred , by such person 
and within such time as may be provided in the Scheme, to the Fund and 
shall be credited to the account of the cmployee in the Fund . 

( 2) Where a member of the Fund leaves his employment in a coal 
mine and obtains re-employment in any other establishment (not being a 
coalmine to which the Coal Mines Provident Fund Scheme applies) and 
becomes a subcriber to any provident fund of that establishment, the amount 
of accumulations to the credit of such cmployee in the Fund shall be trans 
ferred , within such time as may be specified by the CentralGovernment in 
this behalf , to the credit of his account in the provident fund of the esta 
blishment in which he is re-employed , if the employee so desires and the 
rules in relation to that provident fund permit such transfer . 

( 3) Where any employee who is a subscriber to any provident fund 
of an establishment (not being a coal mine to which the CoalMines Provi 
dent Fund Scheme applies) leaves his employment in that establishment and 
obtains re-employment in a coalmine and becomes a member of the Fund, 
the amount of accumulations to the credit of such employee in the provident 
fund of the establishment left by him shall, if the employee so desires and 
the rules in relation to such provident fund so permit , be transferred to the 
credit of his account in the Fund ." .

Recovery of monies by employers and contractors.- (1) The amount of con 
tribution (that is to say the employer s contribution as well as the employee s 
contribution ) and any charges referred to in section 10A paid or payable by 
an employer in respect of an employee employed by or through a contractor 
and any bonus paid or payable under any Coal Mines Bonus Scheme in res 
pect of any such employee may be recovered by such employer from the 
contractor either by deduction from any amount payable to the contractor 
under any contract or as a debt payable by the contractor .

10F . Power to recover damages. - Where an employer makes default in the 
payment of any contribution or bonus or any charges payable by him under 
any scheme framed under thuis Act, or where any person who is required to 
transfer provident fund accumulations in accordance with the provisions of 
section 3D makes default in the transfer of such accumulations, the Central

THE METAL CORPORATION OF INDIA (ACQUISITION 

OF UNDERTAKING ) ACT, 1965 . 
(Act 44 of 1965.) 

An 

ACT 
to provide for the acquisition of the undertaking of the Metal Corporation of India 

Limited for the purpose of enabling the Central Government in the public Interest 
10 exploit , to the fullest extent possible, zinc and lead deposits in and around 
the Zawar area in the State of Rajasthan and to utilise those minerals in such 
manner as to subserve the common good . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Sixteenth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: 

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called the Metal 
Corporation of India (Acquisition of Undertaking ) Act, 1965. 

( 2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 22nd day of 
October, 1965. 
2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires -- 
" administrator" 

administrator appointed under 
section 13 ; 

(6) " company " or " the Metal Corporation of India " means the Metal 
Corporation of India Limited , being a company as defined in the Companies 
Act, 1956 (1 of 1956), having its registered office at Calcutta ; 

(©) " Tribunal" means the Tribunal constituted under section 11; 

(d ) words and expressions used but not defined in this Act and defined 
in the Companies Act 1956 (1 of 1956 ), shall have the meanings respectively 
assigned to them in that Act. 
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CHAPTER II 


ACQUISITION OF THE UNDERTAKING OF THE Metal CORPORATION OF INDIA. 

3. Undertaking of Company to vest in Central Government. - On the Commence 
ment of this Act, the undertaking of the company shall , by virtue of this 
Act, be transferred to , and vest in , the CentralGovernment. 

4. General effect of vesting under section 3.- (1) . The undertaking of the 
company shall be deemed to include all assets, rights , lcascholds ( including 
mining leases, if any), powers, authorities and privileges and all property, 
movable and immovable , including lands, buildings works, mines, work . 
shops, projects, smelters, refineries, stores, instruments , machinery ,locomo 
tives,automobiles and other vehicles, mined or extracted zinc or lead ores, 
concentrates and metals , in process or in stock or in transit , cash balances 
cash on hand , reserve ſund , investments and book debts and all other rights 
and interests arising out of such property as were immediately before the 
commencement of this Act in the ownership, possession , power or control of 
the company in relation to the undertaking , whether within or without 
India , and all books of account, registers,maps, plans, sections, drawings, 
records of survey and all other documents of whatever nature relating 
thereto, and shall also be deemed to include all borrowings, liabilities and 
obligations of whatever kind then subsisting of the company in relation to 
the undertaking . 

(2) All property vesting in the Central Government under sub-section 
(1). shall, by force of such vesting , be freed and discharged from any trusts, 
obligations,mortgages, charges, liens and other encumbrances affecting it, 
and any attachment, injunction or any decree or order of a court restrict 
ing the use of such property in anymanner shall be deemed to have been 
withdrawn. 


(3) Subject to the other provisions contained in this Act, all contracts 
and working arrangements which are subsisting immediately before the 
commencement of this Act and affecting the company shall, in so far as 
they relate to the undertaking of the company , cease to have effect or be 
enforceable against the company or any person who was surety or had 
guaranteed the performance thereof and shall be of as full force and effect 
against or in favour of the Central Government and enforceable as fully 
and effcctually as if instead of the company the Central Government had 
been named therein or had been a party thereto . 

(4) Subject to the other provisions contained in this Act, any pro 
cceding or cause of action pending or existing immediately before the 
commencement of this Act by or against the company in relation to its 
undertaking may, as from such commencement, be continued and enforced 
by or against the Central Government as it might have been enforced by 
or against the company if this Act had not been passed , and shall cease to 
bc cnforceablc by or against the company, its surety or guarantor,

5 . Provisions respecting oficers and employees of the company.- ( 1) Every 
officer or other employce of thic company (except a director 
managerial personnel specified in scction 107 A of the Companies Act,

Provided further that nothing contained in this section shall 
apply to any officer or other employee who has, by notice in writing 
given to the Central Government within thirty days next following 
the commencement of this Act , intimated his intention of not becom 
ing an officer or other employee of the Central Government. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Industrial Dis 
putes Act, 1947 ( 14 of 1947), or in any other law for the time being in force, 
the transfer of the services of any officer or other employee of the 
company shall not entitle any such officer or employee to any 
pensation under that Act or other law , and no such cla m shall be 
entertained by any court, tribunal or other authority . 

6. Directors and managing agents not entitled to comensalion .-- Notwithstand 
ing anything contained in any law for the time being in force , no director 
or managerial personnel specified in section 197 A of the Companies Act, 
1956 (1 of 1956 ), or other person entitled to manage the whole or a sub 
stantial part of the business and affairs of the company undei a special 
agreement shall be entitled to any compensation against the company or 
the Central Government for the loss of office or for the premature termi 
nation of any contract of man gement entered into by him with the 
company . 

7. Duty to deliver possession of property a quirtd und documents relating 
therelo.- ( 1) Where any property has vested in the Central Government 
under section 3, every person in whose possession or custody or under whose 
control the property may be, shall deliver the property to the Central 
Government forthwith 
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(2) Any person who, on the commencement of this Act , has in his 
possession or under his control any books, documents or other papers relat. 

Government under 
ing to the company which has vested in the Central 
this Act and which belong to the company or would have so belonged if 
the undertaking of the company had not been acquired shall be liable to 
account for the said books, documents and papers to the Central Govern. 
ment and shall deliver them up to the Central Government or to such 
person as the Central Government may specify in this behalf. 

(3) The Central Governmentmay take all necessary steps for securing 
possession of all properties which have vested in that Government under 
section 3 . 
8. Duty to furnish particulars. The company shall , 

within thirty days

ment a complete inventory of all the properties and assets (including 
particulars ofbook debts and investments and belongings), of the company 
at the commencement of this Act, all liabilities and obligations of the

entered into by the company and in force on such commencement including 
agreements, whether express or implied , relating to leave , pension , gratuity 
and other terms of service of any officer or other employee of the company 
under which , by virtue of this Act, the Central Government has, or will 
have, or may have, liabilities except such agreements as that Government 
may exclude from the operation of this section , and for this purpose , the 
Central Government shall afford the company, all reasonable facilities. 

9. Right of Government to disclaim certain agreements.— (1) Where it appears to 
the Central Government that the making of any agreement under which the 
company has or will have or may have liabilities was " not reasonably 
necessary for the purposes of the activities of the company or has not been 
entered into in good faith , the Central Government may, within one 
year from the commencement of this Act, apply to the Tribunal for relief 
from the agreement and the Trubunal, if satisfied after making such inquiry 
in the matter as it thinks fit that the agreement was not reasonably 
necessary for the purposes of the activities of the company or has not been 
entered into in good faith , may make an order cancelling or varying the 
agreement on such terms as it may think fit to impose and the agreement 
shall thereupon have effect accordingly.

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(6 ) where no such agreement can be reached , the Central 
Government shall refer the matter to the Tribunal within a period of 
three months from the date on which the Central Government and the 
campany fail to reach an agreement regarding the amount of compen 
sation . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding that separatc valuations are calulated under 
the principles specificd in the Schedule in respect of the several matters 
referred to therein, the amount of compensation to be given shall be 
deemed to be a single compensation to be given for the undertaking as a 
whole. 

(3) The amount of compensation determined in accordance with the 
foregoing provisions shall be paid to the company in cash within a period 
of six months from the date of such determination : 

Provided that if compensation is not paid within the period aforesaid , 
the Central Government shall pay interest on the amount of compensation 
at the rate of four per cent per annum from the date of expiry of the said 
period. 

CHAPTER III 

TRIBUNAL 
11. Constitution of Tribunal.-(1) The Central Government may for the 
purposes of this Act constitute a Tribunal which shall consist of a single 
person who is, or has been , or is qualified to be, a Judge of a High Court or 
of the Supreme Court. 

(2) The Tribunal may choose one or more persons possessing special 
knowledge of any matter (relating to any case under inquiry to assist the 
Tribunal in determining any question which has to be decided by it under 
this Act. 

(3) . The Tribunal shall have the powers of a civil court while trying 
a suit under the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908, (5 of 1903 ) in respect of 
the following matters, namely : 

(a). summoning and enforcing the attendance of any person and 
examining him on oath ; 

(b) requiſing the discovery and production of documents or other 
material objects producible as evidence ; 

(c ) receiving evidence on affidavits ; 

(d ) issuing commissions for the examination of witnesses or docu 
ments. 

(4 ) The Tribunal shall have power to regulate its own procedure 
and decide all matters within its competence, and may review any of its 
decisions in the event of there being a mistake on the face of the record 
or correct any arithmetical or clerical error therein but subject thereto , 
the decision of the Tribunal on any matter within its jurisdiction shall be 
final and conclusive. 
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CHAPTER IV 
MANAGEMENT AND ADMINISTRATION OF THE UNDER TAKING 
12. Formation of Government company for management of undertaking.-- For the 
efficient management and administration of the undertaking of the 
company vested in the Central Government by virtue of this Act, that 
Government may form a Government company in accordance with the 
provisionsof the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956) and on the formation of 
such company, the undertaking together with all its properties, assets , 
liabilities and obligations specified in sub -section (1 ) of section 4 and such 
other properties, assets , liabilities and obligations as may hereafter be 
acquired or incurred for the purposes of the undertaking shall, by virtue of 
this Act, stand transferred to, and vest in , that Government company . 

13. Appointment of administrators .- (1) Pending the formation of the 
Government company referred to in section 12, the Central Government 
may appoint one, or more than one, administrator for the efficient manage 
ment and administration of the undertaking. 

(2) Such administrator or administrators shall, in the management 
and administration of the undertaking, act in accordance with such direc 
tions, if any, as may be issued by the Central Government in this behalf. 


CHAPTER V 


MISCELLANEOUS 
14. (1) Penalties. - Any person who 

(a ) having in his possession , custody or control any property 
formning part of the undertaking ofthe company, wrongfully withholds 
such property from the Central Government or wilfully applies it to 
purposes other than those expressed in or authorised by this Act; or 

(6) wrongfully obtains possession of any property forming part 
of the undertaking of the company which has vested in the Central 
Government under this Act ; or 

(c) wilfully withholds or fails to furnish to the Central Govern 
ment or any person specified by that Government as required by 
sub - section ( 2 ) of section 7 any 

document which 

may be in his 
possession , custody or control; or 

(d ) wilfully fails to furnish any particulars iequired under 
section 8 ; or 

(e) when required to furnish any such particulars, furnishes any 
particulars, which are false and which he either knows or believes 

to be false or does not believe to be true, 
shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to two 
years, or with fine, or with both ; 
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Provided that the court trying any offence urcler clause ( 2) or clause (6 ) 
of this sub -section may, at the time of convicting the accused person , 
order him to deliver up or refund within a time to be fixed by the court 
any property wrongfully withheld or wilfully misupplied or wrongfully 
obtained . 

(2) No court shall take cognizance of an offeace binishable under 
this section except with the previous sanction of the Central Government 
or of an officer authorised by that Governmentin this behall. 

15. Protection of action taken under this Act. - No suit, prosecution or other 
legal proceeding shall lie against the Central Governacnt 
administrator or an officer or other einploycc serving in connection with 
the affairs ofthe undertaking for anything which is in good faith done or 
intended to be done under this Act. 

16. Power to make rules .- (1 ) The Central Government.nay, by notifica 
tion in the Official Gazette, makc rules to carry out the purposes of this 
Act . 

(2 ) Every rule made by the Central Government under this Act 
shall be laid as soon as may be after it is made before each House of 
Parliament while it is in session for a total period of thirty days which 
may be comprised in one session or in two successive sessions, an lit, before 
the expiry of the session in which it is so laid or the session immcdiatcly 
following both Houses agree in making any modification in the rule or 
both Houses agree that the rule should not be made , the rule slali thereafter 
have effect only in such modified forın or be of no effect, as the case may be ; 
so however that any such modification or annulment shall be without 
prejudice to the validity of anything previously done under that rule. 

17. Repeal and saving— (1) The Metal Corporation of India (Acquisition 
of Undertaking ) Ordinance, 1965 , (6 of 1965 ) is hereby repealed . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the said Ordinance shall be deeined to have been done or taken under 
this Act.

PREAMBLE 
S. R. O. No. 43/66. - In exercise of the powers conferred by section 47 
of the Kerala Forest Act, 1961 (Act 4 of 1962), the Government of Kerala 
hereby make the following rules, namely : 

1. Short title. These rules may be called the Kcrala Forest (Collection 
of drift and stranded timber) Rules, 1965. 

2. Officers entitled to collect timber . - All officers the Forest, Public 
Works, Police and Revenue Departments may take possession of any timber 
which is deemed to be the property of Government under section 42 of the 
Kerala Forest Act, and they may remove s ich timber to the nearest Forest 
depot, Watch Station ,Range Office Compound, Foresters or Guards Station 
Compound , Police Station or Village Office Compound or to any Govern 
ment land where such timber can be kept safely . 

3. Report of possession to be sent to the Divisional Forest Officer. - Every 
Officer taking possession of such timber shall forthwith report the matter to 
the Divisional Forest Officer having jurisdiction over the area from where 
the timber was salved and shall keep such timber in the custody of the 
Government. 

4. Release of the timber . - In the case of timber for which a claim is 
established by any person , the timber shall be released to him only on 
payment to the Forest Officer in charge of the timber and entitled to receive 
it , such sum as has been spent in sàlving , removing and safeguarding the 
produce . 

5. Sale of timber in certain cases.-- The Divisional Forest Officer may 
order the sale of any timber, the ownership of which has vested in the 
Government under section 45 of the Kerala Forest Act and also any other 
timber in respect of which , a claim has been established by a person but the 
latter has failed to pay the dues to the Government on account of salvage , 
removal and safeguarding of such timber . 

6. Punishment.- Whoever infringes any of the provisions of these rules 
shall be punished with imprisonment for a term which may extend to six 
months or with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees or both .

In exercise of the delegated powers as per G.O.MS.72/63 /DD dated 
25-1-1963 the Director of Municipalities in his proceedings order No. 
D.Dis. 10467 /65.B dated 21-8-1965 has approved , under section 351 
of the Kerala Municipalities Act 1960 (Act 14 of 1961) the bye 
laws framed by the Municipal Council, Alleppey under Section 347 (13) 
of the Kerala Municipalities Act, the same having been previously 
published in notice boards, by beat of drum and in Malayala Manorama 
daily on 20-3-1965 , as required under Section 350 of Kerala Munici 
palities Act 1960. 
Bye-laws framed under section 347(13 ) of the Kerala Municipali 
ties Act 1960(Act 14 of 1961) for the regulation of hotels, lodging 

Houses etc., within the limits of Alleppey Municipality 


1. No premises within the Municipality shall be used as hotels, 
Lodging Houses, boarding houses, choultries, rest houses, emigration 
depots, restaurants, coffee houses, tea houses or cafes, refreshment rooms, 
eating houses, as premises to which the public are admitted for 

purpose 
or for the consumption of any food or drink without a licence from the 
Executive Authority . Admission or service therein shall be available 
to any member of the Public . The practice of untouchability in any 
form by these establishments shall render the licence liable to immediate 
cancellation . 

2. Every owner or occupier intending to use any place as Hotels, 
lodging houses, Boarding Houses, Choultries, Rest Houses, Emigra 
tion Depots, Restaurants, Coffee Houses, Tea Houses, or Cafes, Refresh 
ment Rooms, Eating Houses as premises to which the public are admit 
ted for purpose or for the consumption of any food or drink , shall apply 
to the Commissioner for a licence or a renewal of licence for the use of 
such place for such purpose. Application for the renewal of licences 
shall be made not less than 30 days before the end of every year and 
application for licences for such business to be newly opened shall be 
made not less than 30 days before they are opened . 

3. The year mentioned in the bye -laws means the financial year 
commencing from 1st April and ending 31st March of the succeeding 
ycar .

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4. Applications for the licence shall bemade to Executive Authority 
in the prescribed form which can be liad from the Municipal Office 
on payment of 10 Ps. and shall be accompanied by the fees fixed by the 
Council from time to time under Section 363 (3) of Kerala Municipalitics 
Act 1960 (Act 14 of 1961). The Council may from time to time alter 
the rate of fees fixed under Section 363(3 ) of Kerala Municipalities Act 
1960 (Act 14 of 1961) and such alteration shall not be treated as a modi 
fication or amendment to these bye-laws within the meaning of Sections 
350 & 351 ofKerala Municipalities Act 1960. Such alteration or inclu 
sion shall be published in the Notice Board of the Municipal Office 
and by beat of drums in the Town . The alteration or inclusion shall 
take effect immediately after such publication unless otherwise provided. 

5. The fees fixed by the Council under Section 363 (3) of the 
Kerala Municipalities Act will apply only to applications made in time. 
In the case of belated applications penalty at the following rates will be 
charged : 

(i) If the period of belatedness is 30 days or less 10 % of the fecs. 
(ii) If the period of belatedness is more than 30 days but is not 

more than 60 days; 20 % of the fees . 
(iii) If the period of belatedness exceeds 60 days; 30 % of the fees. 

6. If the licence fees is not paid in full at a time a penalty at 25 % 
for the balance amount will also be charged . 

7. 50 % of the licence fees fixed by the Council will be charged for 
any change in the person and full licence fees will be charged for any 
change of premises of business . 
3. (a) The commissioner may by an order and under such restri 

ction as he thinks fit grant or refuse to grant such licence . 
(b ) The applications will be disposed off by an order in writing 

by the Commissioner and if any application for a licence be 
not granted the fee paid shall be refunded after deducting 

10 % of the fees towards expenses for enquiry etc. 
(c) No refund shall be made under the above 8 (1 ) if the applica. 

tion therefor is not received before the expiry of60 days from 
the date on which the order of rejection is communicated 

to the applicant. 
9. (a) A licence granted may at any time be suspended , revoked , 

modified or cancelled by the Commissioner if any of its 
restrictions and conditions is infringed or evaded by per 
sons to whom the same has been granted or if it appears 
advisable to the Commissioner to do so in the interest of 
the Public Health and the safety or for any other reason . 
On every such order, but in accordance with the provisions 
of the Kerala Municipalitics Act, an appeal shall lic to the 
Council. 
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(15) When a licence is revoked , suspended or cancelled or when 

any place is detected as being used without a licencc it shall 
be the duty of the licensee or the person in charge of the prc 
mises to close down the premises. The Commissioner or the 
Health Officer or Health Inspector or any other Officer 
of the Municipality duly authorised by the Commissioner 
may prevent the licensec or the person in charge of the 
premises from carrying on the trade or profession by closing 
the premises under Section 380 (5 ) of thc Kerala Municipalities 

Act, 
(c) If a license is revoked, cancelled or suspended , the fees paid 

shall not be refunded . 
10. The licensee shall obey all conditions of the licence and also 
the order of the Commissioner and of other Officer acting on the autho 
rity of the Commissioner with regard to the arrangements to be made 
and the precautions to be taken in connection with the purpose for which 
the licence is granted . 

11. The licensec shall be held responsible for any act of commission 
or omission in violation of the onditions of the licence or other instru 
ctions either by himself or his agents or servants . 

12. The licensee shall produce the licence when called for by the 
Commissioner or his deputces. 

13. The licensees shall be issued under the signature of the Commis 
sioner and shallhave the seal of the Municipal Council stamped thercon . 

14. The licence shall be exhibited in a conspicuous place in the 
licensed premises. 

15. No person suffering from erruption of any sort ofthe skin or 
affected with leprosy or open sore or any other contageous disease shall be 
employed or allowed to enter on any premises used for the trade or 
business . 

16. Licensee shall afford all facilities for the inspection , sanitary 
control and supervision of his licensed premises by the Commissioner 
and Officers ofthe Council who are entrusted with the duties at all rea 
sonable time whether by day or night. 

17. The licensee shall also observe any other conditions that may 
be imposed by the Council or the Commissioner in respect of any parti 
cular trade or purpose for which the place is used . 

18. Any person offending against any of these bye-laws shall be 
punishable 
(a ) With fine which amy extend to fifty rupees and in case of a con 

tinuing breach with the fine which may extend to fifteen 
"rupees for every day during which the breach continues 
after conviction for the first breach , or 
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(b ) with finewhich may extend to ten rupees for cvery day during 

which the breach continues after receipt of notice from the 

Commissioner to discontinue such breach . 
19. A licence shall hold good until the end of the financial year to 
which it is granted unless revoked or suspended earlier for breach of 
any of the conditions mentioned in these bye -laws. 

20. Any article of food or drink manufactured or prepared for 
sale shall be transported only by sorting the same in properly covered 
receptacles which are proof against dust and flies. 

21. No articles of food or drink for human consumption shall be 
sold or exposed for sale over or along side of any street, open drain , river 
or canal or other poramboke, without special permission from the exe 
cutive authority. 

22. Licences will be granted only on the following conditions and 
non -observance of any of these conditions by the licensee or his agents 
will be sufficient reason for revoking or suspending the licence . 

(a) The licensee shall cause every part of the flooring of every 

licensed building to be kept at all times in good order and 
repair and shall construct the same with materials which 

can be washed and kept clean , 
(b ) He shall cause every drain or means of drainage in or in 

connection with such premises to be maintained at all times 

in good order and repair. 
(c ) He shall cause every means of ventilation and lighting which 

may be provided in or in connection with such premises to 

bemaintained at all times in good order and repair .

2. Every owner or occupier intending to use any place for any 
purpose mentioned in Schedule III of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 
1960 shall apply to the Commissioner for a licence or a renewal of licence 
for the use of such place for such purpose . Applications for the renewal 
of licences shall bemade not less than 30 days before the end of every 
year and application for licenses for trades or business to be newly 
opened shall be made not less than 30 days before they are opened . 

3. All applications for licence or renewal of licences shall be 
made to the Commissioner in the prescribed printed form which can 
be had from the Municipal Office on payment of cost determined by 
the Standing Committee from time to time.
